NEW  Illinois  Slow-Moving 

Vehicle  Law 

Starting  September  ly  2004,  you  are  required 
by  law *  to  display  the  new,  safer  SMV emblem 
on  the  tractors  and  farm  equipment  you  take  on 
public  roads.  Farmers  who  violate  this  law 
may  be  fined  up  to  $75  per  incident.
